‘CRIME IS FED 
* BY POLITICS’ 
SAYS JUDGE 


Arlington Lions Club 
Hears Barrister Tell of 
‘Crook* County

Arlington 
H eights Lions Club Monday night, 
said a lot of things about crime in 
this part of the country, blaming 
a large part of it onto politics, that 
opened the eyes of his hearers. 
It was evident from the first 
that Judge Jonas had an import­ 
ant m essage; that he spoke from 
a background of wide experience 
and study, that he was seriously in 
earnest; and that he had the cour­ 
age noi only to voice hi< convic­ 
tions, but also supplement his ex­ 
pressed convictions by positive ef- 
lorts toward reform. 
He pictured 
our country, and particularly Illi­ 
nois and Chicago and its environs, 
as about the worst crime ridden 
territory in the world with condi­ 
tions growing worse rather than 
better. 
The cause, he saw in the 
attitude of the average citizen to­ 
ward crime, viz; that it is none of 
the individual citizen’s concern— 
that it is the business of the courts 
and the police departments. 
He presented statistics compiled 
by the National Crime Commission J 
to illustrate the extent and cost of 
crime. 
These figures show' that 
we have yearly in this country 12,- 
000 
murders, 3,000 
kidnappings, 
50,000 robberies, 5,000 cases of ar­ 
son, 
10,000 assaults and 
40,000 
burglaries. 
In comparison, Lon­ 
don "with 0,000,000 people had last 
3 ear 17 murders, only two of which 
went unpunished. 
France, 
50,000,000 
only 221 robberies 
Cleveland, Ohio, with only 1,000,000 
people 
had 1200 such robberies.

Daily Tribune March 6,1933) 
j 
T he county board has voted its 
1933 budget. The reduction of ex­ 
penditures from last year’s total 
is less than one per cent. 
The 
amount appropriated is grossly in 
excess of any reasonable expecta­ 
tion of income. The board has ap­ 
proved the fiction that 88 per cent 
of the 1931 taxes, now going into 
collection, will 
be paid. In the 
year which has elapsed since the 
1930 bills became payable the col­ 
lections have amounted to about 
55 per cent of the total. The coun­ 
ty board thinks that the people of 
Chicago have more money in 1933 
than they had in 1932. That must 
constitute some kind of a record 
in plain and fancy thinking. 
The county budget is a budget 
which all but guarantees defaults 
and nonpayment of employes and 
bills. 
It is a budget calculated to 
do a maximum of damage to the 
county’s credit. 
It is a budget 
which marks a breach of trust on 
the part of the members of the 
county board who voted for it to­ 
ward their employes .and more es­ 
pecially tow’ard the public which 
elected them. 
The board voted IO to 5 for the 
budget. The men and women who 
refused to be a party to the betray­ 
al deserve honorable mention. They
